Port au Prince, D«»r. 2.—T he expeet- 
«•d battle between the revolutionist 
0nd the troops of the government, 
which are entrenched a few miles out. 
airie the city, Is likely to he deferred 
for 
several 
days. 
General 
Antoine 
Simon, the commander-in-chief of the 
revolutionary forces, has decided to 
attack Jacrnel, which lies thirty miles 
to the southwest of this city, and 
which is the only town that has re 
mained loyal in the Department of the 
South, before resuming his march on 
Port nil Prince. 
It is believed, however, that the sit 
nation, so far as the government L 
concerned, is lost. 
Louis Borno, th* 
minister of state, has handed in his 
resignation and has taken refuge 1» 
the German legation, and there now 
remain in office only three of the high 
governmental 
officials, 
General 
I.e 
route, minister of the interior; Gen 
eral Lolenu, minister of justice ;«n< 
¡mblic instruction, and General Marce 
Hn. minister of finance and comm rcc 
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with the exception of General CeUi* 
tin tHyrlsque, who, after his recent 
defeat at the hands of the insurgents, 
is believed to have found asylum in 
one of the foreign consulates. 
It was 
Louis Borno who took up the port­ 
folio of state relinquished by General 
Sannon, when he sought refuge In the 
French legation last March after "re ­ 
signing.” 
He was credited with in­ 
ducing President Alexis to permit the 
departure in safety of General Firmin 
and the other revolutionary agitators, 
who had fled to the legations and con­ 
sulates at 
Port au Prince atid Go- 
naives at the time of the last upris­ 
ing. 
Tt is believed that the Intention of 
the president in calling an extraordi­ 
nary session of the cham bers is to 
have them name his successor. Presi­ 
dent Alexis favors either of two can­ 
didates 
for the office, General Tu* 
lenne Jean Gilles and Solon Monos, a 
distinguished 
lawyer. 
But 
there 
is 
doubt that a quorum could he secured 
because of the absence of the great 
majority of the deputies and sen« 
tors o f the Department of the South 
General Gilles has been a favorite of 
General Alexis and Is a strong sup­ 
porter of his policies. 


Government Troops Desert. 
The three divisions of government 
troops entrenched at the crossroads 
outside the city are being depleted 
hv numerous desertions. 
While every 
effort 
has been 
made to hold 
the 
troops together and there have been 
few outward signs of disaffection, the 
government soldiers have taken the 
first opportunity to slip away. 
Some 
of these undoubtedly will join the In­ 
surgent 
army. 
General 
Simon 
will 
°nter Port au Prince probably with­ 
out striking a blow and It may be 
without causing disturbance in 
the 
order of things, 
if President 
N’ord 
Alexis takes his departure from the 
city before the arrival of the enemy. 
The situation will be critical if the 
president elects to remain. 
T he arrival of the American cruiser 
Des Moines has given added assurance 
to 
the foreign 
residents. 
The Des 
Moines and the Tacom a represent the 
P nited States here, while the French 
training ship Duguay Trouln is watch­ 
ing French interests along the coast 
The British cruiser Seylla and the 
Dalian oruiser Fleramosca are expect­ 
ed to arrive in port before the advanc­ 
ing army reaches the gates of the 
city. 
The president has angrily resisted 
the counsels of his ministers and the 
diplomatic representations which have 
been made to him to give up the 
struggle. 
He accuses W ar Minister 
Cyriaque with treachery and th re a t­ 
ens. if the revolutionists attack the 
city, to blow up the palace. 
It is be­ 
lieved that there will be an uprising 
against the government in 
Port au 
Prince just as soon as General Simon 
reaches the crossroads with his army. 
Heretofore the people have been held 
in subjection and almost terrorized 
by the reputation of General Leconte 
for violent deeds. 
They have feared 
that he would summarily execute any 
one showing the slightest leaning to­ 
wards th»» 
revolutionary movement, 
but the proxlmPy of General Sim on’s 
army and the abandonment of Norn 
Alexis by the majority of the cabinet 
has moved the balance In favor of 
the 
insurgents and 
the people are 
simply awaiting the opportunity to go 
with the stronger side.

feet. 
The body was found by W h ite’s 
roommate. Harry L. Agard, and wac 
badly mangled. 
T he finding of the body was the 
culmination of a scries of searches 
vhioh were being made for White, 
who had been missing since Monday 
rrorn ing. 
That White contemplated taking his 
life is borne out by a letter which 
was found in his room, addressed to 
his father, 
it is believed his mind 
was temporarily deranged from over­ 
work and worry over the illness of 
his brother and sister with typhoid 
fever.

W hite was a mem ber of the academic 
departm ent of Yale, graduating in the 
class of 1907 as its high stand man

APPEALED TO THE PRESIDENT 


Citizens of Pine Bluff Asked Permis 


sion to Cut Through a Governmenl 


Levee and Change the Course of th< 


River in Order to Save the City 


Now Believed T hat It Is Too Latt 
to C arry Out the Project. 


Pine Bluff. Ark., Dec. 2.—While ap 
pealing as a last recourse to President 
Roosevelt that permission be grant«»* 
to cut through government levee and 
change the course of the Arkansa- 
river, leaving Pine Bluff “high an«! 
d ry ” but saf«*, every available man ir 
this 
city 
has 
been 
put 
to 
work 
strengthening 
alr«:idy 
erumhlim 
banks 
until 
the crest of the flood 
passes this point in an effort to pre 
vent an overflow which would m ear 
th«» destruction of property valued at 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
possibly loss of life. 
The plan suggested was that a strfj 
of land sev*»ral miles north of thl* 
city, where the river starts a “ horse­ 
shoe bend,” he cut through, but fed 
«ral permission through the depart 
ment of war could not he secured. 
L ater a message appealing to Presi 
dent 
Roosevelt was sent, hut even 
should the necessary authority now be 
granted, th« w ater is rising too rapiil 
ly to permit the successful carrying 
out. of th«» plan. 


Result Cannot Be Foretold. 


The river has passed the 15-foot 
stag«» and at its cr«st a stage of 2f 
f« et is anticipated. 
The flood stag«, 
is 25 feet, and 
with the hanks ir 
their present weakened condition as 
the result of the recent high water 
and the rains of the past few days 
the result when the full force is felt 
cannot he foretold. 
A large section of land thirty feet 
north of the walls of the county court­ 
house and Jefferson hotel is slowly 
disappearing into the river, and w are­ 
houses along the hank, which have 
already been partly wrecked, are to’ 
tering and may fall at any moment 
Should the water break through the 
bank it seems certain that several 
streets lined with business houses a m 1 
a mile long would he destroyed. 
To add to the seriousness of the 
situation is the fact that the city of 
Pine Bluff is built upon quicksand 
This strata of sand lies under some 
thirty feet of clay, mixed with sand. 
The 
rtvor current 
comes sweeping 
against the hanks and. sucking at th«1 
sand, 
undermines 
the 
covering 
of 
clay.

PUN TO CAPTURE JACMEL 


General Simon's Forces Would 8eize 


T h a t City Before Advancing Further 


on the Capital City of Hayti— Be­ 


lieved That the Situation. So Far as 


the Government 
Is Concerned, 
Is 


Lost. 


P ort an Prince, Dec. 2.—The expect­ 
ed battle between the revolutionists 
•nd the troops of the government, 
which are entrenched a few miles out­ 
side the city, is likely to be deferred 
for 
several days. 
General 
Antoine 
8tmon, the commander-in-chief of the 
revolutionary forces, has decided to 
attack Jacm el, which lies thirty miles 
to the southw est of this city, and 
which is the only town th at has re 
mained loyal in the D epartm ent of the 
South, before resuming his m arch on 
Port au Prince. 
It is believed, however, th at the sit­ 
uation, so far as the governm ent is 
concerned, is lost. 
Louis Borno, the 
m inister of state, has handed in his 
resignation and has taken refuge in 
the Germ an legation, and there now 
rem ain in office only three of the high 
governm ental 
officials, 
General 
Le­ 
conte, m inister of tho interior; Gen 
eral Lelenu, m inister of justice and 
public instruction, and General Marce­ 
ls . m inister of finance and commerce

with the exception of General Celea- 
tin Cyriaque, who, after his recent 
defeat at the hands of the insurgents, 
is believed to have found asylum in 
one of the foreign consulates. 
It was 
Louis Borno who took up the port­ 
folio of state relinquished by General 
Sannon, when he sought refuge in the 
French legation last March after “re­ 
signing.” 
He w a s' credited with in­ 
ducing President Alexis to perm it the 
departure in safety of General Firmin 
and the other revolutionary agitators, 
who had fled to the legations and con­ 
sulates at Port au Prince abd Co­ 
nnives at the tim e of the last upris­ 
ing. 
It is believed th at th e intention of 
the president in calling an extraordi­ 
nary session of the cham bers is to 
have them name his successor. Presi­ 
dent Alexis favors either of two can­ 
didates for the office, General Tu- 
renne Jean Gilles and Solon Menos, a 
distinguished lawyer. 
But there is 
doubt th at a quorum could be secured 
because of the absence of the great 
m ajority of the deputies and sena 
tors of the Departm ent of the South. 
General Gilles has been a favorite of 
General Alexis and is a strong sup­ 
porter of his policies. 


Government Troops Desert. 
The th r e e divisions of government 
troops entrenched at the crossroads 
outside the city are being depleted 
by numerous desertions. 
While every 
effort has been made to hold the 
troops together and there have been 
few outward signs of disaffection, the 
governm ent soldiers have taken the 
first opportunity to slip away. 
Some 
of these undoubtedly will join the in­ 
surgent army. 
General 
Simon will 
enter Port au Prince probably w ith­ 
out striking a blow and it may be 
without causing disturbance in the 
order of things, if President Nord 
Alexis takes his departure from the 
city before the arrival of the enemy. 
The situation will be critical if the 
president elects to remain. 
The arrival of the American cruiser 
Des Moines has given added assurance 
to the foreign residents. 
The Des 
Moines and the Tacom a represent the 
United States here, while the French 
training ship Duguay Trouin is w atch­ 
ing French interests along the coast. 
The British cruiser Scylla and the 
Italian cruiser Fieram osca are expect­ 
ed to arrive in port before the advanc­ 
ing army reaches the gates of the 
city. 
The president has angrily resisted 
the counsels of his m inisters and the 
diplomatic representations which have 
been made to him to give up the 
struggle. 
He accuses W ar M inister 
Cyriaque with treachery and th reat­ 
ens, if the revolutionists attack the 
city, to blow up the palace. 
It is be­ 
lieved th at there will be an uprising 
against the governm ent in Port au 
Prince just as soon as General Simon 


j reaches the crossroads with his army. 
; H eretofore the people have been held 


I in subjection and almost terrorized 
by the reputation of General Leconte 
for violent deeds. 
They have feared 
th at he would sum m arily execute any 
one showing the slightest leaning to­ 
w ards the revolutionary movement, 
but the proximity of General Simon’s 
arm y and the abandonment of Nord 
Alexis by the m ajority of the cabinet 
has moved the balance in favor of 
the insurgents and the people are 
simply awaiting the opportunity to go 
with the stronger side.

Later a message appealing to Presi 
dent Roosevelt was sent, hut even 
should the necessary authority now be 
granted, the w ater is rising too rapid 
ly to permit the successful carrying 
out of the plan. 


Result Cannot Be Foretold. 
The river has passed the 15-foot 
stage and at its crest a stage of 2< 
feet is anticipated. 
The flood stage 
Is 25 feet, and with the banks ir. 
their present weakened condition as 
the result of the recent high w ater 
and the rains of the past few days 
the result when the full force is felt 
eannot be foretold. 
A large section of land thirty feet 
north of the walls of the county court 
house and Jefferson hotel is slowly 
disappearing into the river, and w are­ 
houses along the bank, which have 
already been partly wrecked, are tot 
tering and may fall at any moment. 
Should the w ater break through the 
bank it seems certain that several 
streets lined with business houses an i 
a mile lone would be destroyed. 
To add to the seriousness of the 
situation is the fact that, the city of 
Pine Bluff is built upon quicksand 
This strata of sand lies under some 
thirty feet of clay, mixed with sand. 
The river current comes sweeping 
against the banks and. sucking at the
